BRIGHTER OUTLOOK 


REMARKABLE GROWTH OF TIN 
CANNING. 


During the recent: slump the 
price of tin fell to £104-9/16 per 
ton. It has ince recovered 
to £120-1/16 - per ton and 
at the present moment is 
quoted at £113-15/16 per ton. 
Less than two years ago it stood 
al £229% per ton. Tin, of course. 
is not the only commodity that 
has slumped by over 60 per cent. 
during the past two years, and as 
all commodities during that period 
have been depressed by a common 
fuctor or factors, the recovery, of 
which there are already hopeful 
signs, should be of a general char- 
acter owing to the gradual mitiga- 
tion of the adverse influences, 
‘writes a city correspondent in the 
London Evening Standard. 

That is not to aay, however, that 
the response to improving condi- 
tiong, «will not be quick in the 
cuse of yome commodities than in 
others. Each commodity market 
has its own individual circum: 
stances peculiar “to itself and 
which affect it independently of 
other markets, I think it may be 
claimed that the tin industry has 
done all that could be done at. the 
production end of~fhe industry to 
strengthen the position. _ 

A large measure of co-operation 
hus been secured among tin pro- 
ducers, A Tin Producers’ Asso- 
cintion, has been formed and 
voluntary curtailment of output 
has now been seconded by Govern- 
ment effort. No scheme of res- 
triction, however, will: in the long 
run prove more than’a mere pal- 
Hative, and this the lenders of the 
tin-mining industry’ appear _ to 
realise. . 

The-Tin Canning Industry. 

Not to restriction of output, but 
to increased demand from consum- 
ers they are locking for salvation, 
and in this connection a Tin Re- 
¢earch and Industrial Applications 
Committee has been doing useful 
work. Apart from new sources of 
consumption .which “are being 
stimulated, the prospects for an 
increased demand from the usual 
tin-consuming industries are 
brighter for the coming year. 

From the United States, which 
ia the. biggest consumer of tin, 
come encouraging reports of ex- 
pectations of a largely {ncreased 
motor output this spring and also 
of signg of revival in other. indus- 
tries. Considering that there was 
an almost panic curtailmont of 
manufacture in America in 1930 
it i reasonable td hope that 1931 
will see an expansion..." =~... 

There is also ‘to taken’ into 
account the remarkable growth of 
the tin canning industry in this 
country, which is consuming an 
Increasing, amount” of tin and 
whichis ‘yet capable of consider- 
able. development.

TRADE PROSPECTS. 


SIR A. STEEL-MAITLAND URGES 
“SPRING CLEANING.” 


“The moment people regnin con- 
fidence, this depression will join 
all those that have preceded tt 
and we shall enjoy good times 
ngain,” declared, Sir Arthur Steel- 
Maitland, former Minister of 
Labour, speaking on the “Pros- 
pects of World Business in the 
Coming Year,” to a Jargely attend- 
ed luncheon of the American 
Chamber of Commerce in London 
recently. “As to Great Britain, 
however, while our trade will re- 
vive with a general upturn of 
world trade, we shall have to face 
special problems an? must get 
over our habit of having too much 
confidence in past.” 

Pointing out that Great Britain 
was, even before 1913, losing its 
proportionate share of world 
trade, Sir Arthur said that this 
sountry must rationalise its indus- 
tries and institutions, and put its 
production costs on a level with 
world conditions. : 

“This is a terribly unpleasant 
business,” he continued, “byt we 
must -have a Spring eleaningst. 
The Government, ‘the trades 
unions, and industry muat all bear 
their share, We have been up 
againat it largely through our own 
fault and nobody else's.” 

It was u mistake, the speaker 
went on, to attribute the present 


alump to a supposed shortage of: 


vald, although he pointed out that 
the gold available for monetary 
ourposes had. actually shrunk by 
80 millions in 1980 owing to the 
aterilisation of large amounts in 
the United States and Franee 
He pointed cout that gold’ relative 
to world trade was becoming short 
long before 1929, and yet a xreat 
husiness boom was witnessed in 
that period. The presence of con- 
Adence offset the shortage of gold, 
ho said, adding that prices are 
determined by the velocity of 
money ag well as the amount of 
it in circulation. 


The Grentest Problem. 


Ho thought the greatest present 
problem was to rectify the present 
Jisequilibrium between wholesale 
prices and the cost of living. 
Probably the over-production of 
raw materials had been  over- 
estimated; it seems likely that in 
such products as rubber, for in- 
stance, there would: now be no 
surplus stocks if‘ general business 
had not had such a severe setback 
through over-extended speculation 
in the security markets’ in 1928 
and 1929. : : 

Money rates, he considered, 
would not bring recovery until 
public confidence is resumed, this 
explaining why slumps last long- 
er than booms, Probably commo- 
dity stocker. are materfally Jarger 
how than in 1921, and for this 
reason the situation is not so pro- 
mising for immediate recovery ‘as 
in that year. . Much depends on 
the price at which the present 
commodity stocks can be cleared. 

The end of the slump, Sir 
Arthur concluded, is largely in 
the handa of individuals and the 
view which they take about the 
future. This is especially true of 
the people of the United States, 
who have become such an import- 
ant factor in world economy that 
they, can give .a lead to other 
Countries. On the whole, he took 
a moderately optimistic view of 
the probability of a gradual im- 
provement. ,

Cuts in Expenditure That Would

An emphatic demand for a reduc- - 


tion In national expenditure .was 
made by Mr. F. C, Goodenough, the 
chaiuman of Barclays Bank, in ad- 
dressing the annual meeting of the 
shareholders at the Cannon Street

| OUR. NEIGHBOUR 
MARS, 


‘Controversy of Martian 
Canals. 


‘ITS CLOSE APPROACH. 


After an interval of about two 
years Mars. has once again return- 
ed to our night skies says the 
Astronomiral Correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian. Even the 
most uninitinted star-gazer can 
have no difficulty in identifying our 
neighbour world, 

Even the casual 
notice that Mars‘is distinctly in- 
ferior to Jupiter in ‘apparent 
brightness. Though Mars is so 
much nearer to u3, Jupiter has 
diameter of 86,000 miles and Mars 
no more than 4,260 miles. But on 
occasion Mars docs surpass Jupiter 
in brilliance, as waa the case in 
1924. The orbit of Mars is more 
markedly elliptical than the aver- 
age. Indeed, it was by means of 
a study of the path of Mars that 
Kepler discovered the first of his 
famous Jawa—that the planets 
‘move round the sun in elliptical . 
paths. The earth. revolving in an 
orbit inferior to that of Mars, re- 
quires considerably leas time to 
complete its circuit of the sun. 
The Martian year is equal to 687 
of our days. Every two years and 
two months or so th2 earth Over- 
takes Mars, and when the planet Is 
in a line with the earth and the sun 
it-is in opposition. But of course 
these oppositions do not take place 
at the same points of the orbits. 
Owing to the eccentricity of the 
Martian orbit the earth and Mars 
may approach each other within 
$4.000,000 miles, Oppositions 
which occur in August are the 
most favourable; oppositions in 
February the least. The present 
opposition, taking place at the end

jof January, is about as unfavour- 


able as possible, that of 1933 will be 
almost equally so. 


Recent Inveetigattons. 

Nevertheless, the approach of 
Mara is always an event of import- 
ance in the astronomical world; and 
even an unfavourable opposition has 
compensating advantages. To us 
in the northern hemisphere Mars is 
high in the sky and may be observed 
through munch lesa thickness of 
atmosphere than in August, when ‘it 
traverses the lower zodiacal con- 
stellations. Further, at these un- 
favourable oppositions Mars turns 
its northern hemisphere towards 
us, and region of Mars are open to 
full Inspection which are not 80 
well scen when the planet makes 
its nearest approaches, 

That Mars is the most earthlike 
of all the planets is: generally ac- 
knowledged, though it would ap- 
pear that it ia not so eerthlike as 
used to be supposed. The earlier 
observers who mapped the planet 
and gave nnmes to the blue-green 
and reddish-ochre areas were of 
opinion that the former were per- 
manent bodies of water—oceans 
and seas,—and that the latter re- 
presented the continents of our 
neighbour world, Within the lant 
half-century, however, it has been | « 
shown that ‘his interpretation of 
the appearance of Mars was incor- 
rect, The work of Schiaparelli, 
followed ‘by that of Lowell, Picker- 
ing, Slipher, and others, proved con- 
clusively that there are no per- 
manent oceans on Mars, that the 
blue-green areas are fertile lands, 
and that the 1eddish-ochre areas are 
desert. The discovery of the 
famous ‘“canals"—long straight 
marking crossing not only the red- 
dish-ochre regions, but the. bluc- 
green arcas as well, finally dis- 
proved the idea that these arcas are 
aqueous in nature. The Martian 
“sens” are temporary bodies of 
water, resulting from the melting 
of. the polar caps. These are 
vistble as broad, blue belts: which 
become prominent when the white 
snoweaps are shrinking in the 
Martian summer-time, 


The Canals. vies 


For many years controversy has 
raged‘ concerning the nature of the 
Martian canals. The most widely 
canvassed theory was’ that of the 
late Professor Lowell, founder and 
first director of the Lowell Observa- 
tory in Arizona. Lowell maintein- 
ed that these straight dark lines 
were much {0 geometrical in form 
and arrangement to be natural ob- 
jects. He regarded them as strips: 
of fertilised ground on either side 
of waterways much too small to be 
seen-—waterwiys constructed by the

HIGHLAND HOPES 
CHARGES, 


False Porhivueie 
Report. 


_CHARGES AGAINST CREW. 


The allegation tnat Portugucae 
newspapers deliberately made and 
published damaging charges 
against the officers and crew of the 
Highland Hope in order to injure 
, British shipping interests was 
jmade at the hearing of the Board. 
of Trade inquiry into the loss of 
the liner, says the London Daily 
Telegraph, 

The vessel,-a Nelson motor-liner 
of 14,129 tons, ran on to the rocks 
of the Farilhoes, off the Portuguese 
const, on November 19, in dense! 
fog. All the 645 passengers and. 
crew were saved. The Inquiry, | 
which opened on January 27, ts 
being conducted by Mr. -John H. 
Harris (metropolitan magistrate) 
at the Law Courts. 

After evidence nad been con- 
cluded Mr. C. Miller (for tha 
owners) submitted that the ownera 
had done all they could by pro- 
viding the officers with every means 
of navigation and by seeing that an 
uccident of this kind should not 
become a firat-clasa disaster, 

“Disgracefully Untrue.” 

“Almost immediately after the 
stranding,” he added, “there were 
reports in the Portuguese papers in 
which it was alleged that the 
officers and crew o1 this ship were 
drunk, and that the crew flung 
themselves into the bonts, leaving 
the passengers to fend for them- 
selves, and with no rowers in tho 
boats, 

“Those reports purport to be 
interviews with a Portuguese 
officer and with seamen. Whether 
those ssamen made those atate- | 
ments I do not know. One would 
not like ta think a seaman. would 
make statements of that kind 
about his comrades. 

“Whether it is to be attributed to 
the effervercence of Portuguese 
journalism I do not know, but this 
T do know—that these reports are 
absolutely and+ disgracefully 
untrue, 

“They injure not only these own- 

ers, they injure British shipping 
abroad, and one 
they were made and published de- 
liberately to injure our interests, 
There can be no other reason, be- 
cause all the evidence shows that 
the officers and crew behaved 


splendidly in the face of extreme 


danger.” 
Plucky Officers, 

Mr. F. R. Hayward (for the 
second and fourth officers) con- 
tended that they had carried out 
the handling of the bonts to the 
best of thefr ability ond in a 
Plucky, gallant, and painstaking 
manner. 

He referred to the evidence of 
Group-Capt, R. C, M. Pink, a pas- 
senger on the liner, who had 
criticised the officers and crew in 
eonnection with the lowering ond 
manning of the boats and also the 
boats’ equipment, 

Mr. Hayward described it as a 

“wicked and reprehensible thing” 
for 2 senior officer in his Majesty's 
Forces “to give irresponsible and 
unreliable evidence, even though 
the element of that officer ia no 
longer the cold grey sea, but the 
hot air where [ propose, without 
further comment, to leave him.” 

Earlier Mr. Harris had said that 
they attached no importance to 
Cmdr. Pink's evidence.

Long before dawn the 
canoes are drawn up and the men, 
having done due justice to a 
hearty meal, proceed with net-and 
tuckle to board their tiny. vessels, 
each usually containing four souls,

successfully negotiate the on-rush- 
ing shore waves, they plod gaily 
nlong to the accompaniment of 
crude music into uncharted seas 
infested with sharks, with ab- 
solutely no guide save that of the 
stara, and. their own empirical 
knowlddge in the mafter, of-oceanic 
navigation.  Perehed on their 
craft, i would seem that one false 
atep and these men would be over- 
bourd! But their confidence in 
their own craft and skill is indeed 
amazing. 
‘ Mayhe, as usually happens, the 
small flect divides, to meet again 
if all be well. Such separation 
hardly appears to concern them in 
the lenst so long as there {s not 
much fréakish weather. While 
the men are on their job with their 
nets, we must return to land to 
see the other: part of the picture. 

Should the ffest's absence be 
prolonged and rough weather 
arise, there is much anxiety. Har- 
vour authorities are approached 
to institute a search, perhaps only 
to hear later from them the news 
of the safe arrival of the whole 
party with a bumper’ harvest! 
Occastonally, the ‘fishermen find 
themselyes the victims of terrible 
gales but, disaster fs rare. Even 
then the victims swim to shore or 
cling tenaciously. to what remains 
of ‘their craft, hungry . and 
weather-beaten, until picked’ up 
by a passing boat.

ROYAL NAVAL . LIFEBOAT 

INSTITUTION'S 1930 RECORD. 

The year 1930 was, after the 
first month, free from the terrible 
storms which made 1929 memor- 
able; but the need for an ever- 
vigilant Life-boal Service was 
again shown, and once more tbc 
Royal National Lifeboat Institu- 
tion prove’ fully egtial to the 
demands made upen it. 

No fewer than 365 lives were 
rescued’ fromi shipwreck round 
the coasts of Great Britain and 
Treland, a life for each day of the 
year; and 27 vessels were saved 


1 from destruction or helped to 


safety by the life-boats. Their 
busiest time was in the wild wea- 
ther of January. During: that 


month there were gales on_six- |- 


teen days, the wind in the Eng- 
lish Channel rising to 103 miles 
an hour, and the life-boats res- 
cued 64 lives. In September 53 
were rescued, and in December 
44, 


Since the Royal National Life-|, 


boat Institution was founded 107 
years ago, 62,481 lives have been 
rescued — an average of 11 lives 
every week for over a century.

The Gibbon who will one day in 
the undetermined future pen the 
destinies of the British Empire 
is likely as not to find inspiration 
for his section on India by refer- 
ring to three events: the Round 
Table Conference; ithe civil :re- 
volt of India, and yesterday’s de- 
bate in the House of Commons.

Whatever the future may bring 
'for the relationship of Great Bri- 
tain and a federated India, it is 
certain that the one man who hes 
prevented a definite rupture of 
those relations is the Viceroy, 
who, after’ many years of suspi+ 
cion,, has bridged the gulf by 
ability and character. It is a 
great tribute to his character — 
character which has given him 
prestige: in India that - nothing 
else could have afforded him— 
that the conversations with 
Gandhi ended as they did. Such 
a conclusion, in.the words of Mr. 
Baldwin, “could have been reach- 
ed in the circumstances by no 
other “Briton than Lord. Irwin.”

CAT SAVE CHILDREN. 


“MISTLETOE “ROUGH” FATE 
NARROWLY AVERTED.

Two little girls in Parma have 
just been barely saved from death. 
They were neighbours in an apart- 
ment house, and neither of them 
was over six years of age. 

They went to play with a cat in 
the attle of the building. Here 
they found a wooden cheat which 
elosed with a spring lock. They. 
opened it and sat down in it. Tha 
heavy lid fell, closing the box so 
tightly that the children could not 
open it, ' 

They called and cried, but no 
one heard them, and they became 
unconscious from fright and lack 
ofair, | 

Meanwhile their absence was 
causing great anxicty, and tha 
desperate parents searched in al? 
directions, at the same time calling 
on the police for help as it, was 
fenred that the little girls had been 
kidnapped, 

After eighteen hours the cries of 
the cat were heard coming from 
the chest and it was opened. A 
doctor was summoned and the chil- 
dren were restored. . 

-It was found that there were 
small cracks in the wood of the 
chest, and but for these the chil- 
dren would have been suffocated. 


MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS. 


Elaborate Scheme Propounded 
In France. 

Not content with advocating 
prenuptial medical examinations, 
the Academy of Medicine ,at Paris 
has now come out whole-heartedly 
for a serics of head-to-foot phy- 
sical examinations from the mo- 
ment a child enters the cradle 
until, wasted with age; he Is 
pluced in his grave, 

The life span of every French 
child would be divided into de- 
finite periods, the beginning of cach 
being marked by a thorough medi- 
cal examination by Government 
appointed doctors. 

‘The first examination -would be 
made at birth, the child’s physical 
defects and characteristics being 
carefully recorded. The second 
would be taken when the child en- 
tered a primary school, and the 
third when the child entered the 
Mage of adolescence, 

Military Service. 

The next examination would be 
required when the young men pre- 
sented themselves for military 
service. The girls would not, of 
course, undergo this examination, 
but would await their morriago 
when a clean bill of health would 
be required for the marriage cer- 
tificate. The nian, also, would 
need a prenuptial certificate. 

After marriage,..M. Georges 
Schreiber told the Academy, al} the 
people of France should be 
examined periodically, perhaps 
every three years, The Academi- 
cians agreed that such a system 
would prolong the lives of French 
people and make them more effi- 
cient in thelr labours, whether 
manual or intellectual. . 

The “Academy has several times 
tried to get the Chamber of De- 
puties to pass a law making pre- 
nuptial medical examinations 
necessary before a marriage 
licence is -granted. So far its 
efforts have been in vain. 

It is not expected that they will 
push this new scheme of examina- 
tions until the first is put into 
effect. The Academy has also 
sponsored ‘physical and. mental 
examinations for all applicants for 
driving licences. ~

CENSOR’S WARNING. 


BAN ON SORDID 
FILMS. 


A warning to the trade that films 
featuring brutal. and sordid scones 
will be banned is contained in a 
circular letter nddressed’to the com- 
panies by Mr. Edward Shortt, K.C., 
Chief Censor. . 

“In our last reports,” the Censor 
statea, “attention has been drawn 
to the tendency to produce incidents 
of prolonged and gross brutality 
and sordid themes, which, it must 


be admitted, are ‘unwholesome and 


sepugnant to large sections of the 
audiences in thia country. ‘ 
““Such films have required’ drastic 
‘iminations and modifications be- 
fore they could receive the Board’s 
certificate. : 
“Of late, it has been noticed with 
regret that filma are belng produced 
in which the development of the 
theme necessitates a continuous 
succession of grossly brutal and- 
sordid scenes, accompanicd, , in the 
ense of auditory films, with ‘sounds 


} that accentuate the situation and 
' nauseate the listener. 


“No modification, however, dras- 


| tic, can render such films suitable 


for public exhibition. In conse- 
quence, the board takes this oppor- 


| tunity of notifying the trade that, 


in future, no film will receive the 
board's certificate in which the

“The best censors, however, are 
the members of the public thom- - 
selves.

give them films with unpleasant 
themes. I rejoice that it should be 
It ia a most healthy sign.”

It is reported that a heavily- 
loaded Chinese passenger steamer, 
the Ta Chi, bound up-river, blew 
yp and sank last night seventy 
miles from Shanghai. It is be- 
Neved that 200 were drowned. 

The vessel carried 100 Chincae 
soldiers among 300 Chinese pas- 
sengers, and it is reported that 
fire broke out aboard as the result 
of soldiers throwing cigarette ends 
into the cargo, which was mainly 
of cotton. An explosion quickly 
followed the outbreak of fire.
